The Water-Gas Scheme Becomes 
Too Plain a Sham,

— 


The Council Repents of Its Action—New Pro= 
positions and What They Mean—Some In- 
‘teresting Figures for Everybody. 


Although absolutely confident of the correct. 
ness of its course in opposing the water gas bill, 
asin effecta fraud upon the people, the Post- 
DISPATCH was not prepared for quite so speeay 
a vindication as came 10 it last night. This paper 
has strenuously fought against auy hurried legis- 
lation affecting this immensely important 
interest, because it believed that the 
city held in its own . hands the 
key to the situation which 1890 would present, 
and hence, while it was entirely proper for the 
members of the Assembly to obtain as much in- 
formation as possibile as to what the respective 
corporations who are desirous of furulshing tne 
city with gas are willing to do, it was 
emipentiy improper for them to embark in 


any legisiation which would tie the city’s hands 
for tweu.y years, or any other period beyond 1899, 
When, thén, it was sought to Outrage the cum- 
munity with a bill which, «ven if 1t accomplished 
ali Luat Was claimed for it, would not secure to 
the city a singie benefit Which was not assured 
Without the granting of such a Valuabie franchise, 
the PosT-DISPATCH took occasivn to protest. Last 
uight this remarkabie bill, which passed the 
Councli on Tuesday eveniug, was recalled from 
the House aud reconsidered. This was doue. os- 
tensibly, pot because the Dill Was wrong, but be- 
cause the ». lan which it represented would not be 
fraught with as good results to the cily as musi 
allend two new propesitious which were 
laid beiore ihe jouncil last bight 
by the old gas culnpanies. This 
action is somewhat puzzling, inasmuch as it was 
cieariy preved tnatat tie time the bili passed 
llicre Were tar beter proposilious than that which 
it juvoived pending in the Council, Which propo- 
Siluous ulleriy fulled to dissuaue uine of the meim- 
bers trom voting for the Measure. Now that 
these geutliemen Lave uudone their work, how- 
ever, the public need not be too severe- 
ly critical, providea that henceforwerd tbe 
Council) sball either take no action at all, or, 
if it feel bound to act, shall adopt only such 
weasures as Will stand the test of analysis, and 
48 Will be defensivie by reason of the Lact that 
the public interest is better served by it than by 
any other plan proposed, 

Tue propositions wich are accredited with 
producing the revulsion of feeling m the Council 
lASlL bight were submitted by acting Mayor 
Parker, to whom the gas Cul 
panies had sent thein. The first 
proposition was from the Laclede, which pro- 
posed Lo [uruish gas at the rase of $1 75 per thou- 
suud, and io pay into the city treasu:y twenty- 
hine and olte-lalf ceuts On every thousand feet 
S0id by ii unili 1890, it proposed, furthermore, to 
Charge tie same rate trom 1890 10 1910, and to pay 
into Lhe treasury thirty-four cenis on every thou- 
saud leer suid. 

The st. Louis Gas Light Company, 
which now charges $2 50 per tuousaud, 
proposed to reduce its price to §2 25 until 1890, 
ahd to pay Ww the city twenty-five ceuts on each 
thousand feet suid. After 1890, aud unitl 1910, it 
Pproposed to furnish gas at the same price as the 
zaciede, and LO pay into the treasury the same 
almount On euch ove thousand feet. Both coin- 
panies proposed to reauuce the price for su plylug 
street lamps lo $20 a year alter 1890, aud each ask 
the single Cousideration thai iu be allowed the 
exclusive rigiil iv its own territory. 

A message [rom ihe acting Muyor accompanied 
the propositions, in which he spoke tavoravly of 
the propositions, and said that he had official in- 
formation that the Laclede was selliug about 
200,000,000 feet per year and the St. Louis 000,- 
000, which, with batural increase, would insure to 
the city under tleus an average of

Mr. Devoy moved, in view of these propositions, 
to reconsider the water gas bill, and accompanied 
his motion with some yery sensible remarks. 
He said he revarded the water gas franchise as 
a very valuable one, and voted for it only because 
it was in his view the most effective way of forc- 
ing the old companies to terms. He did not hate 
the old companies to such an extent 
that he was willing to give away the city’s _- 
erty for the purpose of gratifying that hate, nor 
did he think it was the proper thing to enable any 
company to lear up «nd occupy the streets fur the 
benefit of a small part of the community. The 
vew propositions assured a fine revenue for street 
purposes, and cheap gas at the same time. 

Mr. Rowse, the father of the water-gas scheme, 
held the motion to reconsider to be out of order, as 
interfering with a special order, but op motion 
of Mr. Vustine the special order.went over and 
Mr. Rowse was left to hunt some other obstacle 
to keep the bill from backing in the Council. .He 
urged that the new prepositions were no better 
than the Water Gas scheme, and the Water Gas 
Company had been the under dog all through the 
fight, and it had been scandalously persecuted, 
and many other powerful arguments. Finally, he 
threatened that if that bill was tampered with 
any more, the Water Gas Company, which he 
m.inifestiy represented, would refuse to accept it. 

Mr. Cummings tndulged tn afew of his old-time 
remarks about the old companies, and opposed 
the reconsideration, saying he hoped to see the 
day when the city would own its own works. 

The motion was carried, the following voting 
ave: Devoy, Haines, Scudder, Stone, Temple, 
Vastine and President Parker. The pays were: 
Cummings, H. 8. Parker, Rowse, Zelle and Zieg- 
enhein. Mr. Straub, a strong friend of the bill, 
was absent. 

It will be apparent to any one “who examines 
these propusitions for a moment, that 
the plan of “going slow,”’ which 
the Post-DisPATCH advocates, has agaio 
yieldea immensely profitavle results. In order 
that the reader may see the situation at a glance, 
a rough comparative estimate, which will be fully 
borne out by the official figures, is here given, 
The Water Gas Company under its bill, proposes 
to pay into the cliy treasury | wo and one-half per 
cet. Oteits receipis from 1884 to 1892, a period of 
eigiit years. It will be concedea to ve a very 
liberal estimate to allow that during the first six 
years the Water Gas would acquire one-third of 
ihe business patronage Of the entire Lacleae ter- 
riiory. This would be for the six years, say, 
an average of one-fourth of the business 
now done by the Laclede, which ts 200,000,000 of 
feet per year. Atthe ena of the six years it 
could enter the old district and acquire, Say, one- 
twentieth of ee of that company, which 
is 400.000.000 of feet per year. 

: On this basis the profits.to the city to be effect- 
ea by the Water Gas Dill, as against the last

A GRANTOR’S LIABILITY. 


The Kansas Pacific Railroad: Company 
Mulcted in the Sum of $1,925. 

Judge Lubke this morning handed down a 
lengthy and elaborate opinion in the the case of 
Charlies Green vs. the Kansas Pacific Railway 
Company. The facts out of which the suit grew 
are these: The Arkansas Vailey Railway Com 
pany Was incorporated under the Colorado law of 
1872, its main purposé being to build a railroad 
beyinning with the line of the Kansas Pacific at 
Kit Carson and extending thence to Puebla 
On April 1, 1873, the company issued 2,300 bonds 
$1,000, bearing 7 per cent. interest and payable in 
thirty years, secured by a first mortgaze on all its 
effects. The road was intended as a feeder of the 
Kansas Pacific. During the same year the Kansas 
Pacific Company, under authority of an act of the 
Kansas Legislature, endursed upon each of the 
bonds of the Arkansas Valley Ruad its guaratty 
of the payment of the same. In order to raise 
iunds to pay for the first fifty-two miles of the 
new road the Kansas Pacitic Company in June, 
1873, issued a prospecius, in which it offered toe 
Pay to every person wie subscribed and paid 

7,500 ip cash, an amount of stock in 
the new company equal to $7,500, aud also 
$10,000 in amount of first morigage bonds, 
and also a bond of Clay County, Kau., tor $1,000, 
Mr. M. M. Buck of this city was one of the peuple 
who kaye up $7.500 of good muney under the ak 
luring promise heid outin the prospectus. Aft 
erwards he sold to Mr. Green five of tue first 
mortiga@e bonds at par. Before making the pur- 
chase Mr, Green consulted several of the direc. 
tors of the Kansas Pacific Company as to the vak 
} Ue Of Lhe bonds and received from them muet en- 
couragement inducing bimto buy. When he so 
en them iu 187d the interest on the bonds 

ad been promptly paid at maturity. On April 1, 
1877 the paymeut of interest ceased. Then at the 
instance of a syndicate of sole of the other boud- 
holders the road was sola under the mortgage 
securing the bonds and was atruck o to 
two representatives of the syudicate for $50,000. 
This money was divided pro rata among the 
buundholders, and Mr. Green got $192 25 tor his 
five ds. Then he sued the Kansas Pacific 
Compuny on its guarantee above mentioned, and 
Judge Lubke filuods that he is clearly entitied to - 
recuver. Tue cuurt declares that the defenses 
set up are without Value, and gives judgments for 
$1,925 and interest, less the credit of $192 25.

Lf he objects 
or demurs he is liable to loose his job. This ordi- 
navee makes the foreman liable ior “causing to 
be ilil-treated”’, We read as foliows: An Ordiuance 
to Protect Dumb Animais.—Section i, Any per- 
son who shail in this city overdrive, overload, 
drive When overloaded, ili-treat, turiure, to He bee 
or unnecssarily or crueily Deat, or needicgSs . 
mutilate or kill, Or Cause or procure to be over- 
driven, overioaded, driven when vverloaded, ill- 
treated, tortured, tormented or unnecessarily or 
cCruclivy Oveaten, or needlessly mutilated or killed 
48 aloresaid, any dumb avimal, shail for every 
such: Offense be deeméd guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upun conviction shail be fined not less than 
$29 nor more than $100 for each offense.

HIGHER AND HIGHER. 


Water in the Lower Ohio Con- 
tinues to Rise Slowly.

Appalling Scenes in the Streets of Wheeling 
—Relief Boats Fired On to Prevent Their 
Landing — Weather Growing Colder 
Throughout the Flooded District. 


CINCINNATI, February 9.—At 9 o’clock a. Mm. 
the river was 68 feet 614 inches, a rise of four 
inches since 2 o’clock a, m. The weather is 
cooler and it is drizzling rain. At Gallipolis it is 
four feet higher than last year and rising an inch 
and a half per hour.

JEFFERSON Citry, February 9.—Your corre- 
spondent met Mr. A. C. Taylor of St. Louis to- 
day, from whom he gathered the following infor- 
mation concerning the survey now being made of 
the sunken and overflowed lapdsin Southeast 
Missouri. Mr. Taylor has peen for several 


mouths connected with the party making the 
topographical survey provided for by the legisia- 
tive act of 1883. Mr. Pavier reports that the sur- 
vey has progressed far enough to form some idea 
of its practicability. Thechief purpose of the 
present. survey is to ascertain how far and to 
what extent these sunken and overflowed lands 
may be reclaimed, and by what 
SYSTEM OF DRAINAGE ‘ 
it cam best be secured Mr. J. F. Brooks 
has charge of the surveying party, and it 
is his opinion, based upon the investizatioas so 
far made, that the great bulk of this swamp 
country can be effectually drained so as to render 
it suitable for all purposes of agriculture by con- 
struciing acanal between the St. Francois and 
Black Rivers, beginning at some point on the St. 
Francois River, say near the crossing of the Bel- 
mont Branch of the lron Mountain Kailroad and 
extending it neariy west to Black River not far 
from Poplar Bluffs. The distance between the 
two rivers at this point is 
NOT EXCEEDING TWELVE MILES. 
Black River is a tributary of White River, which 
discharges its waters into the Mississippi 
Several hundred miles to the Sout. 
By this means he thinks the whole territory would 
be successfully reclaimed, including, as it does, 
several million acres of the richest lands and 
finest timber in the State. At present Mr, Taylor, 
assisted by Taylor W. Downs, is engaged in the 
office of the Register of Lands in making tracings 
or piats of all that portion of Southeast Missouri 
included in the overflowed district. These maps, 
tracings aud plats will be compiled with and ap- 
pear in the general report which Mr. Brooks de- 
signs to submit to the consideration of the next 
General Assembly, when probably an 
appropriation will be asked to e@ar- 
ry out the system of drainage 
recommended in said report. Mr. Taylor says 
that very few of our citizens have any idea of 
the immense fertility of this overflowed country. 
Dispeised through these great swamps are numer- 
ous small tracts of land rising some few feet 
above the water like an oasis in theg reat desert. 
These a lands produce from 8@ to 100 bushels ot 
corn to the acre, and a similar yield of all other 
cereals, While 
THE SWAMPS THEMSELVES | 
are covered with the finest quaiity of ash, gum, 
cypress, Oak and other varieties of timber. Should 
this country be reclaimed it will prove to be the 
most valuable portion of the State, In view of its 
immense productiveness and fertility he thinks 
that our Legislature will not hesitate to provide 
a suitable appropriation to effect an end so desir- 
able aud important as the permanent drainage of 
this section of Missouri.

A Hot Fight Between the Mem- 
bers ofthe Firm of Jarratt 
& Gilliland.

Blows Exchanged and Weapons Pulled—-What

J. R. Jarfattof the wholesale grocery firm of 
Jarratt & Gilliland, as the two gentlemen sat dis- 
cussing their business differences in their office 


@ incident which happened immediately upon 
he utterance of the remark was bighly exciting. 
Mr. Jarratt, a tall, slender man of about 38, 
grabbed up the shovel and struck his partner, a 
somewhat older and much more powerful man, 
over the head with it. Before either of the three 
other persons in the room, who were Messrs. M. 


Brooks, Arie De Jong and T. A. Hyman, coulda 
interfére a dozen blows had been exchanged be- 
tween the angry partners, and at last Mr. Gulli- 
land drew a pistol, but before he could discharge 
it the staying arm of a friend prevented biood- 
shed. The foregoing is the account of the trouble 
given to a OST-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning by a gentieman conversant with all the 
facts, and a mosi persistent elforton the part of 
the reporter failed to glean from Mr. Guiliiand or 
from Messrs. De Jong or Hyman any more de- 
tailed information. A peticion filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court this morning by Mr. Henry W. Bond 
as counsel for Mr. Jarratt, however, narrates the 
succession of events which culminated in the 
row yesterday afternoon. The firm of Jarratt & 
Gilliland is one of the best known whoie- 
sale grocery houses in the city, and its oper- 
ailons have always been on an extensive scule. 
Prior to 1882, the firm was composed of J. KR. Jar- 


eat orth Second street yesterday afternoon. 


ratt, the remaiuin 
ness partner was Mr. Jarratt, who is Known far 
and wide as one of the best wholesale grocery- 
men in the city. The partners did not get along 
very well together, but continued in 
active business until January 1. 188%. 
Their disagreement originally arose over the em- 
——— of Mr. Hyman as one of the firm’s book- 
eepers. Mr. Hyman got his position through 
Mr. Jarratt, but afterwards Mr. Jarratt wanted 
Mr. Hyman relieved, and to this course Mr. Gilil- 
land strongly objected. In June of last year Mr. 
Gilliland advised that the. business of the firm be 
wound up, To this course Mr. Jarratt consented, 
only grumbling that the winding up process 
would take up a good deai oftime. By January 
1, 1884, all the stock of groceries remaining 
on hand had been disposed of and then the part- 
ners removed from their location on the north- 
west corner of Second and Locust street, to the 
office of Mr. Brookes, where they continued the 
winding up process. Mr. Hyman has retainea 
his place as book-keeper up to the preseut time. 
On several occasions each of the. partners has 
complained that false entries had been made in 
the books, and in order to discover the truth of 
these accusations Mr. Arie de Jong, an 
expert in bookkeeping. was called in to make 
an examination of the firm’s accounts. 
Mr. De Jong is engaged upon this task now. It 
was the repetition of the accusation of crooked- 
ness which provoked the trouble of yesterday. 
This morning, as stated above, Mr. Jarratt ap- 
plied to the Circuit Court for a dissolution of the 
yartuership and the appointment of a receiver.

Exports of provisions from seven 
ports from November 1, 1883, to February 2, 1384, 
were 14,425,800 Ibs pork, 69,640,183 Ibs lard and 
137,427,246 los of meats, an increase of 227,600 lbs 
pork over same time 1882-83 and a decrease of 8,- 
742,177 lbs lard and 1,837,171 ibs meats.——Sales of 
wheat to arrive in May from the Illinois River 
from around Naples and Meredosia have been 
made within the past few days. There is said to 
be about 50,000 bushels to come from these points. 
——Caruthers & Allen of New York telegrapb 
that the estimated decrease in the visible supply 
of wheat for past week Is 1,400,000 bu and the in- 
crease in corn 1,600,000 bu.——-The stock of wheat 
in store here has decreased 65,908 bu since last 
Saturday, No. 2red falling off 32,066 bu; with- 
dra wails from elevators for week were 88,699 bu 
for city milling and 41,350 bu for rail shipment. 
Stock of corn increased 6,265 bu, but No. 2 mixed 
decreased 109,364 bu: week’s withdrawals were 
49,988 bu for local consumption, 272,993 bu for 
rail and 234,623 bu for river shipment. Stock of 


oats decreased 42,718 bu, No. 2 falling off 43,777 
bu: withdrawais for week were 36,025 bu for city 
feeding, 11,452 bu for rail and 13,943 bu for river 
shipment.——The atock of Nu.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. CLOSING AT1 P. M. 

There was an undeniably better, and an even 
bullish feeling in wheat this morning. After the 
rain of last night the weather turned colder, and 
advices from the West and Northwest indicated 
a colaer temperature—below zero at Atchison, 
Omaha,. DesMoines and St. Paul. Fears ofa 
blizzard were felt, and many anxious glances 
were cast towards the Court-house to see if the 
black flag was fiying. Estimates of a heavy de- 
crease in the visible supply were received, and 
receipts at ail points were light’ and tended 
still furtfler to strengthen the feeling. For 
the past week the receipts in six 
principal markets were 670,187 but, while tne ship- 
ments were 967,614 bu, showing that a consider- 
able diminution had taken piace in their stocks. 
The Eastern markets were strong and higher and 
Chicago advanced. The cables, however, were 
dul) and easier, though seemingly having no effect. 
The decrease in the supplies of wheat in this 
country, the changes in the weather and crop 
scares will probably have more effect now than 
European advices—at least fora while. Trading 
in options was only fair, but the 


demand generally exceeded selling offers, though 
at $1 0944 for May there were pretty free sellers. 
That option was chiefly traded in, but for the 
others there were buyers right along where ther e 
were very few sellera. March sold from §1 06 up 
to $1 0644 and closed strong at thetop. Apru 
Drought $108. June ranged from §1 08%, up to 
$109, but $1 08% was the best bid late. July 
opened at $102 and on noon call _ up 
$1 03, but soon sold off lo $i 025, a) 02%. Year sola 
at 9 to 99%, though not salable at over 99 
atclose. May opened steady at $1 08%, improved 
to $1 091, weakened off to $i 094, fluciuated tor 
a-while between $1094, and $1 09%. then ad- 
vanced stiffly to $1 0914, subsequently selling 
irregularly from $1 09°, tu $1 09%, unti! late, when 
it eased off to and civsed at $1 091,@1 09%. 

Cash grades weré very strong and sold higher 
under an urgent miliimg demand, This Class 
of buyers were even taking the 
lower grades,and No.2 Mediterranean, which 
has been dragging, Was sought for at $107. No. 
2 red brought $1054. aid in St. Louis sold at 
$1 07. Corn did not feel the influence of the 
stronger wheat market to any great extcot, ex- 
cept so far that wheat ard provisions through 
their advance prevented any deciine in corn, 
Receipts were so liberal at Western markets—in 
Kansas City alone 249.000 bu to-day, the largest 
ever known there—and the accumulation %0 
heavy of the visible supply that they had 
a depressing effect. In the six principal 
markets the receipts for the week were 
2,632.325 bu. and shipments 1,731,360 bu., showing 
alarge accumulation, and Eastern estimates on 
the increase in the visible went as high as 1,600,- 
000 bu. The weather was favorable, too, both 
for the condition of corn and hardening the roads 
to allow of country hauling. English cables were 
dull and weak, and private advices reported a 
rather bearish feeling in Chicago. The home 
market was quiet, with orders scarce and not 
much of a demand for local operators, who 
were more disposed toseil than to buy. May 
was the chief attraction, opening steady at 523%, 
selling off 1-16c, then going up to 5zlg, but soon 
breaking away to 5244, improved from this and 
sold up to 521.@525,. but subsequently was unset- 
tied and fluctuated between 52% and 6214, closing 
at 52%, seliers.

REVIVALS. 

It was not expected that a “boy preacher,” 
or any other revivalist, could carry on his 
work in St. Louis without meeting a certain 
amount of opposition and criticism. But it 
is pleasant to notice that tne criticism has 
nut been as severe and the opposition not as 
bitter as we have been accustomed to. It is 
a good sign when the odium theoligicum is 
visibly diminishing in intensity, and when 
people recognize more generally that re- 
ligious customs with which they have no 
sympathy may yet be of great moral value 
to other people who believe in them. 

Of course, churches which do not get up 
revivals are bound by the logic of their 
positions to disparage them. Their argu- 
ment is that if revivals were good things 
they would have them, as they do not have 
them, they are consequently. not good things. 
Yet, wis argument is true only when it is 
limited to those wlio inake use of it; it does 
not apply to others. In modern times 
sects and creeds are growing more and more 
to recognize the goed that exists in other 
sects and creeds, and this spirit of tolerance 
which recognizes in Methodism one of the 
great controlling religious influences of this 
country recoguizes in the revival a perfect- 
ly legitimats method of conversion and 
teaching. 

The truthis that the Christian religion 
had its origininarevival. If there is any 
truth inthe Bible record at all, JouHN the 
Baptist was not only a revivalist but a 
“boy preacher.”’ The widespread conver- 
sions which followed the apostolic preacu- 
ing were nothing more nor less than reviv- 
als, and the history of Christianity is marked 
throughout its whole progress by revivals, 
varying in circumstances according to the 
age and the country, but all alikeinthe es- 
sential features which are reproduced in the 
modern revivals. Another form of the same 
idea is seen in the “missions” and “‘jubilees”’ 
of the Catholic Church. 

With such precedent to sustain the reviv- 
als, they hardly need much-effort in defense. 
They can afford to stand on their merits. 
Those who do not care to take part in them 
can keep aloof. The world, jeven the relig- 
ious world, is wide enough for ail, and even 
if the results were less permanent than they 
are, even those who are not believers could 
afford to approve and to encour- 
age such a revival as the one 
now in progress, merely because it strangth- 
ens and vivifies that religious sentiment 
which the world has sueh good reasons for 
cherishing.

THE meeting of the Council last night was 
one of great importance tothe gas consum- 
ers and tax-payers of the city. Councilmen 
DrEvoy and VASTINE deserve the public 
thanks forthe stand they took in moving 
and carrying the reconsideration of the 
Water Gas bill. All three ef the gas com- 
panies are now before the city with proposi- 
tions. The old company concedes to con- 
sumers twenty-five cents per thousand, and 
pays to the city for streets twenty-five cents 
more until 1890, and after that it adopts the 
proposition of the Laclede. Its output is 
four hundred millions, so that private con- 
sumers save one hnndred thousand dollars 
per annum, andthecity receives likeamount 
for street improvement. This is so much to be 
gained now, if the proposition be accepted. 
As that company has the monopoly until 
1890, there is no bill or bargain the city can 
make with the Water Gas or any other com- 
pany that can affect or reducé the price until 
its portion of the city. 
By the proposed contract the censumers 
and the city will gain twelve hundred thons- 
and dollars during the six years, omitting the 
increase, which will make over two hundred 
thousand dollars more. The consumption in 
the whole clty will exceed seven hundred 
millions, so that it thereby receives from the 
two old companies nearly $200,000 annually 
for streets and parks. The Water Gas Com- 
pany is already enjoined from even laying 
pipes in the old district, and no onefpretends 
that it or the city can give any relief there 
prior to 1890 or until the Supreme Court re- 
moves the injunction, which, in any possible 
event, will be four years, or nearly that time, 
to come, It does not propose to sell gas in 
the northern district for less than the La- 
clede is now asking. After 1890 all three of 
the companies prepose to light the streets 
at $20 a lamp and to sell gas at $1 50, 80 
that those prices must be considered as

I HEARD a good one the other iday on Dick 
Mansfield, whose short, eventful and troubious 
career as star came such an ingior- 
lous termination here not long since.

The manager took a different view 
of the matter, and sent word that Mr. Mansfield 
could come and see him if he desired to do so, 
Mr, Manstield came in in atowering rage. He 
wanted the manager to understand that, although 
he was billed to appear that night, he would 
not appear; he had been grossly 
insulted. On further explanation it 
appeared that Mr. Mansfield’s anger arose from 
the fact that his name appeared as plain Richard 


‘Maysfield, whereas it should have been Mr, 


Richard Mansfield. It was only after the greatest 
exercise of diplomucy and strong promises for 
the future had been given that his lacerated feel- 
ings were mended. Taken altogether, Mans- 
field's record asa star is a most remarkable one. 
THERE appear to be two necessary adjuncts 
to every prima donna, which she must have if she 
1s compelled to be without all else; these area 
husband and a personal agent. The former is an 
expensive luxury whose chief mission on 
earth seems to be to throw his wife as 
much in the foreground as_ possible, 
spend his wife’s money lavishly on every form of 
dissipation that presents itesif, and to act as non- 
enity in chief on all oecasions, unless he imag- 
ines he bas business talent, and then his expense- 
liveness is still moreso. Tne agent on the outside 
owns the singer, and on the inside is her cringing 
slave. His work is to see that she is interviewed 
and properly puffed by the newspapers, and in the 
doing of it he is the greatest bore 
or convenience, as the case may be, 
of the newspaper men. He makes it his duty to 
praise his own starand to shrug his shoulders 
and insinuate unutterable things when any other 
one ismentioned. Heis the representative of all 
the sinall talk and gossip of the company, and 
bends it to his uses. A man whois by nature fit- 
ted for this occupation is usually fit for no other.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


THE proposed abandonment of the Soudan has 
prought out a strong protest from the representa- 
tions of commercial interests there. A committee 
has been formea for the protection of these in- 
terests. A statement for the Khedive and Consul- 
General bas been prepared, showing that the 
annual imports of the Soudan amount to £2,000,- 
000, and the exports are over £11,000,000. There 
aré 15,000 Christians and 40,000 Egyptians tn the 
province. Considerable property is owned by 
Europeans there, including 1,000 commercial 
houses, and 3,000 are owned by the Egyptians. 
Merchandise to the value of £500,000 has accumu- 
laved at Cairo and Suakin. 


MAJOR-GENERAL CUNNINGHAM, Director- 
Geveral of the archeological survey of India, 
has published a report of his tours in North and 
South Behar, undertaken for the exploration of 
ancient Buddhist and Brahminical ruins. In 
these researches the sites of many of the holy 
places at Budha Gaya,which have been described 
in old books by Chinese pilgrims, have been dis- 
covered and some traces of the original temple of 
Asaka have been found. An interesting discov- 
ery is that of the raised promenade along which 
Buddha is said to have taken his exercise, and au- 
other is that of the “Vajrasan” or throne on 
which Buddha sat under the Bodhi tree. A num- 
ber of temples were visited and the researches 
proved that the Indian arch was in use about the 
fourth century of the Christian era, and that In- 
dian art owes much to Greek aid. e 


AN interesting feature of the projected health 
exhibition in England is promised in the repre- 
sevtation of an Indian village and tea garden, 
There will be a tea garden, where the plant may 
be seen growing; a tea house, where the bever- 
age will be served by native attendants, and a 
pickle establishment as it exists in India, Native 
families are to be brought over from Bombay 
and Darjeeling. The expenses are expected to 
be defrayed by the receipts of the establishment. 


STATISTICS for the first weeks of the last four 
years show that pauperism in London has in- 
creased to a very slight degree. Op the last day 
of the first week in January, 1881, there were 92,- 
598 paupers in the metropolis; in the first week 
of January, 1882, there were 94,351; in 1883, 96,473; 
and ip 1884, 92,600. This gives a total increase for 
1884 over 1881 Of two paupers. 


TuHE Prefect of Police in Paris has suspended 
his order forbidding private individuals to collect 
the contents of dust bins in the city and suburbs. 
There are upwards of five hundred rag merchants 
in Paris, each employing seven or eight pickers, 


of the dust bins. It has veen caleulated that 
of each 120 pounds of«dtvdris, which is 
about the weight of a bin, (here are forty pounds 
of paper, four of white rags; - of old linen, four 
of wool, twenty-four of common bones, four of 
round bones for the manufaciure of\buttons, eight 
of glass, fourteen of waste cioth or stogkinette, 
three of dressmakers’ scraps, four or tin, eiynt of 
Other metals, six of leather, two of thread, one of 
lead from bottles, two of corks and two of India 
rubber. The sum realized annually trom tbe sale 
of this debris is said to be no less than $5,000,000, 
which would have been entirely lost had the or- 
der been enforced. 


ONE «ood feature of the reign of the present 
Czar of Russia is the attention that is being paid 


the improvement of the condition of the working 
classes. Heretofore employers have been allowed 
to treat their employes in factories and mills as 
they pleased, but a factory law has been passed 
regulating the work of children. It provides for 
inspectors, and states the age at which children 
cannot beemploved and the numberof hours 
they may be employed. It also provides fog the 
heaith of those who must work, and requires 
that three hours a aay be given for attending 
school. The inspectors may examine the facto- 
ries at any hour of the day. 


THE “economic crisis” in France at present 
seems to be assuming grave proportions. Mat- 
ters have been allowed to goon until immense 
numbers of laborers have no means of subsist- 
ence, and bave pawned all of their littie persoual 
properiy. There are said to be 150,000 working 
people out of employment. One proposition has 
been made to appropriate 3,000,000 francs to liber- 
ate articles pawned for sums under fifteen 
franes, at the Mont de Piete, This, however, 
would only furnish temporary relief, and it is 
proposed to utilize the proviaces such as Algeria, 
Tunis and Tonquin as harbors for the surplus 
workmen, and also to construct public works in 
France and the provinces to furnish means of em- 
ployment te the suffering laborers. The crisis, 
although the result of natural and economic 
causes, is made the text by socialistic agitators 
and those opposed to the present form of Govern- 
ment, to inveigh against it. 


INVESTIGATIONS have recently been made for 
the French Academy of Sciences by M. M. Houles 
and De Pietra-Santa, in the copper-working dis- 
tricts of France, on the action of metallic copper 
on the huiuan system when breathed in the form 
of dust in the foundries. It has been found that 
workmen breathing the copper dust and working 
for twelve hours in an atmosphere thoroughly im- 
preguated with copper oxide and iron oxide suf- 
fer only slight itl effects. No special malady re- 
sults from the inhalation. They have also ex- 
ploded the theory that breathing the dust offers 
any immunity from cholera or typhoid fever, 
though often the eyes and the skin become yel- 
low from the copper inhaled.

The Celebrated Star Router Tells a 
Thing or Two More. 


How He Distributed Republican Cam- 
paign Funds to Indiana Churches—He 
Pays His Respects to James and Mac 
Veagh and Says He was Offered Im- 
munity for a Money Consideration.

it cee anaet D. C., February #9.—Ex-Sena tor 
Btephen W. Dorsey bas been in town for a week 
or more advising with bis friend and attorney, 
Col. RK. G. Ingersoll, about his big lawsuit ip New 
Mexico. The legal difficulty involves a half in- 
terest in his cattle raphe, which he holds ata 
trifle over $1,400,000,"and, as might be expected, 
he has given it his undiviced attention. fie has 
received few callers, although an almost contin- 
uous procession has been kuocking at the door or 
standing in the narrow haliway at Welcker’s. 
while heavy-fouted waiters haye tramped up stairs 
and back with their caras. “They talk 
about Dorsey’s revelations,” he said to-day to the 
Post-DISPATCH ‘ correspondent, “but I Dave 
made no revelations in comparison with what I 
could make. However, I bave perhaps said 
enough. Friends think I have, and perhaps they 
are right. The October and November cam- 
paigns of 1880 are now old stories, and I shall say 
no more about them forthe present. The Star 
Route trials are also rather old matters to talk 
about.” 

“Ir has been statedin the WoRLD within the 
last two weeks that Mr. Salisbury, oneof the 
largest of the Star Route centractors, publicly 
asserted here in Washington that he had secured 
immunity from criminal prosecution by the pay- 
ment of $100,000. Do youknew anything about 
this?” 

“The only aoubt about the truth of that state- 
meni is that it was $200,000 instead of §100,000. 
In saying this 1 don’t mean to intimate that Mr. 
Salisbury was any more guilty thanyou are. You 
know it is better sometimes W sell a vicious dog 
than to kill him. Mr. Salisbury was by far the 
largest of the Star Route contractors, and there- 
fore afforded the best subject for blackmail. Of 
all the ninety routes that were expedited for over 
$5,000 each, Mr. Salisbury owned 48 per cent. 
Mr. Sanderson owned 18 per cent., Kerens, Roots 
aud Elkins 15 per cent., and Parker most of the 
remainder. l-owned a half interest in less than 1 


per ceut. 
I HAVE NOT HEARD 


that any of these parties have beea prosecuted el- 
ther criminaily orcivilly. Itis said that one of 
these large coptracting firms agreed to pay a large 
sum for the appointment of a board of arbitrators 
and after the trial was concluded refused to pay.” 

*Do you khow avything of the details of these 
transaciions?”

Mme, and drawing every cent of the money, it 


was found that the profits of all the routes was 
$11.600, which we divided.” 

“Was there any political reason for prosecuting 
you and leaving the great contractors out?” 

“Well, answering that question will involve a 
good bit of political history. The appointment of 
MacVeagh from Pennsylvania as a member of the 
Cabinet seemed to me to be an insult to the best 
element of the Republican party of that State, 
and whep I was asked to express my opinion to 
Gen. Garfield [did it with frankness, and, I be- 
lieVe, with entire truth, There ts 

NOTHING TO MACVEAGH 

except that he is the little son-in-law of a great 
father-in-law. The only thing he represented 


_ Was cranks, and he is worthy to be chairman of 


that entire class. When Gen. Garfield asked me to 
write him about James of New York, I dian’t 
know whether he referred to a letter carner or a 
policeman. I had never heard of any James that 
ought to represent that great State in the Presi- 
dent’s cabinet. [ made some inquiries and found 
out who James was, 1nd learned, as I expected, 
that James was a sycophant, a fellow that always 
licked the toes of power, bowed down to whoever 
was able to give iim an office or take one away 
from him. * Without character or standing or in- 
telligence, he wormed himself into 
the cabinet as the representative . of 
New York. Now, I will tel you 
a story adout James, and in doing so I don’t want 
to advertise a person so Unworthy as he. I was 


in Gen. Garfieid’s rooms atthe Riggs House on 
the night before James’ nomination, when Mr. 
Jamescame in. Gen. Garfield even at that early 
day seemed to fear the influence of Senator Conk- 
ling, and was then consulting Mr. James about 
taking a place in his Cabinet, and, among other 
things, he asked Mr. James If in the event of a 
break between himself and the Senator he could 
rely on his support. In reply, Mr. James said 
that if he was appointed ins the 
Cabinet he would do everything in his 
power for the administration against Mr. 
Conkling or any other New York politician. He 
reiterated this statement several times in my 
hearing, and I heard it with amazement, as I 
knew all that James was he owed to Mr. Couk- 
ling. While this conversation was going on I left 
the room and went to call on Senator Conkling. 
Whilst there, sitting in a room adjoining the par- 
ior with Gen. Arthur, Mr. James came in, and 
Mr. Conkling expressed his disapprvubation at the 
idea of James going into the Cabinet, and James 
said to bim thatit was better for him (Senator 
Conkling) to baveaman in the Cabinet upon 
whom he could always rely, as he could upon him 


(James). ’ 
I DON’T KNOW ANYTHING 


that illustrates James better than this. Now, to 
show the weakness of Gen Garfield. The letters 
I had written to him at his request in regard to 
James and MacVeagh, which, it seems to me, 
should have been secured, he turned over to them 
after they had been appointed, to show them the 
influence he had to overcome to appoint them. 
There was enough in these letters to make these 
men ugly. but nothing except what feebly de- 
scribed their capacity and representative charac- 
ter. I would have said more if I bad known how. 
Forcibie facts applied to individuals are always 
unsatisfactory to the individuals themselves. 
Picturesque descriptions of men’s weaknesses are 
never admired by the men to whom they refer. My 
urgest advice to Garfield was that, if he wanted 
to appoint any member of his cabinet outside of 
his own party, instead of selecting MacVeagh 
he should take a Democrat as a Democrat, withb- 
out pledges of any kiud en his part. I advised 
him that it might be wise to make Gen. Hancock 
Secretary of State, that we had only carried the 
election by a very small majority, that the voters 
were yearly equally balanced, that on the theory 
of civil service reform he should give the minor- 
ity that was searcely a minority, a 
representation in the Cabinet. I suggested to 
him that pretense was no statesmanship; that as- 
sumption always represented small things; that 
scolders never accomplished anything, except to 
wear gut their own tongues; that James and Mac- 
Veagh represented the pretenders and the 
scolders—the sycophants and incapacity of dis- 
appointed ambition. MacVeagh and James know 
what I had said to Garfield. Doesn’t this answer 
your questiou?” 

“Was there not another reason why you ep- 
posed these appointments, or, at least, one of 
them? 

HAD NOT GEN. GARFIELD PLEDGED 
Senator Piatt, Mr. Crowley, Gen. Arthur, 
Levi Morton, yourself and others that New York 
should have the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
was not that pledge madein the presence of the 
parties named?” 

“Yes, sir; andif you want to know—though I 
don’t see any good now; itis old history—I will 
tell you abouti'. When we had our so-calied con- 
ference at the Filth Avenue Hotel ameeting was 
had in my room at which the above-named per- 
sous Were present. It is not worth while to go 
into details in regard to that meeting or of the so- 
calilea conference. The whole matter is that the 
leading men of New York had been kicked around 
the.couutry for four years by Hayes and didn’t 
want four years more of the kickin “business. 
Mr. Conkling was in no wise responsible for the 
gathering or its results, but had, like all other 
prominent New Yorkers, thought the State was 
entitled to recognivion, and was not full of trust 
and confidence. Gen. Garfield there promised 
the persons above named to appoint a New 
Yorker Secretary of the Treasury, if among the 
names presented to him by tiose present that of 
Levi P. Morton was included, This, of course, 
was a substantial pledgeto Mr. Morton. With 
this understandiog, which seemed to be perfectiy 
clear, &@ committee on flhance was organized to 
raise all proper means to conduct the campaign, 
and they raised the money. When Gen.Garfield was 
elected this promise that he had made was char- 
acteristically disregarded. He said he could not 
appoint Morton or any. other New Yorker Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, but he wrote me a letter 
authorizing me to tender Mr. Morton the position 
of Secretary of the Navy, which I did, and to my 
surprise he accepted. The result intended to be 
accomplished by this promise was entirely for the 
benefit of the campaign of Gen. Garfield, and on 
the partofthe New York parties was entirely 
carried out. When the results desired by Gen. 
Garfield were accomplished it would appear that 


he had 
FORGOTTEN THE AGREEMENTS 


above alluded to. When he came to New York 
[ never saw a man 80 apparenily hopeless, and 
when hé went home I never saw one so hope- 
ful,” 

“You are possibly the possessor of other im- 
portant politica) secrets which may have made it 
more desirable to punish you than other parties 
when theopportuniiy offered?” 

“Itis always better to be charitable than un- 
charitable. to have confidence than suspicion. I 
wouldn’t care tc say what the intent was on the 
part of Gen. Garfield and his cabinet. Of course, 
everybody has secrets who manages a campaign. 
They belong to the times, and no one has a right 
to divulge them.” 

“While in Indiana did Gen. Garfield write you 
inreferenceto and suggesting the useof the 
Campbellite Church to secure his election, on the 
ground that be was a member of it?” 

“Oh, yes, often; not only wrote to me, but sent 
out the most prominent among that church, 
among tuem Mr. Phillips of Pennsylvania, and 
his own successor as president of Hiram Uollege. 
We did ali we could and used all the methods in 
our power, at the suggestion of Gen. Garfield, to 
produce the result we desired.I say this because ] 
dou’t think there is any secret about it. if there 
is, it is so Open that tens of thousands of people 
know it.” 

“And what method did he 
suggest to change the political convictions of the 
members of his church?” 

“Gen. Garfield seemed to think it best where 
we found a church in debt that represented a large 
num ber of voters that, if we bad the means, we 
should pay off the debt, and where we found a 
community with a good number of Campbellite 
voters without a church, we had better con- 
tribute liberally toward building one, especially 
ifthe voters were Democrats. I carried out these 
suggestions to 

THE BEST OF MY ABILITY 
under the guardianship of Mr. Phillips and 
others. We tried to make the lonely 
way of the Campbellite as pleasant as possible 
and there were about 25,000 ef them in the State.” 

“Do you think the methods used to carry Ip- 
diana will be used in this campaign?” 

“The ‘methods’ you refer to were wise and cer- 
tainly practical, and were used alike by each 
party accordiug to the ability of the managers, 
The same methods will be used in a!! campaigns 
iu all States by both parties, and the protests 
made against themare mere phrase-making, no 
body 1s deceived by them. When parties 
are trying to obtain Power and men are 
trying to secure it they do not stop at a rai) fence 
or a stone wall which may bar their Way to the 
summit of the mountain of success. A man who 
looks ata throne never sees anything between 
himself and it. There is no limtiation to ambi- 
tion nor to the processes by which its. aspirations 
are accomplisiied. But don’t you know that ex- 
perience has shown that the king knows no 
friends when he is gcrowned, that with two or 


three exceptions the great power of the President 
has always been used for selfish purposes, and 
that the presidents who have ased 
such. power in such ways have 
drawn across their names the black line of for- 
getfulness?” 

“Aare you likely to take as lively an interest in 
the campaign of ’84 as you did in that of ’80?” 

“In 1870 we had two parties. Frofn the present 
indications 1884 wiil show more. A man who is not 
on the one side or the other is not worthy of the 
right to vote. Iamnot pining to gd over again 
the work of 1880, and I guess the fellew who 
takes my piacein 1884 will not worry to get it ia 
1888. While the results thatcome to campaign 
managers are always great, 

THE LABOR IS STILL GREATER. 

One Chandler is dead, and the other, I under- 
stand, is building ships. They were the only two 
worthy of the management given into their 
hands. The issues of the campaign of this year 
will be made upon the one side by demagoguery, 
on the other by bluster. There is no issue that 
deserves the attention of the people. The storms 
that made a turbulent sea during the war have 
passed away and left a placid mili pond, The 
only issue now Is passion and recollection.

The people of 
this country are not mourning for any individual 
for President. They have been obliged to submit 
to incompetents who were elected aud fools who 
were not, There have been twenty-one persons 
who were calied Presidents, On the 4th of March 
next, sponge off every name except fiye and 
no 060©one 8 806©wwould)=«6ever)§=« remember there 
were such men except the wise antl. 
quarians who look back into the misty 
records of the past and the youthful! historian of the 
couatry school.

How the Surrender to the Henne- 
pin Canal Crowd is Explained, » 

St. Louis Merchants Discuss the Doings 
ofthe River Convention—Talks With 
Messrs. Gaiennie, McEnnis, Smith, 
Samuels and Roots. 


Up to noon to-day none of the delegates to the 
river convention had made their appearance on 
‘Change. Mauy of them have left Washington 
but purpose to return home by way of New York 
and Chicago. A PostT-DISPATCH reporter who 
endeavored to obtain an expression of opinion on 
“ *Change” asto the satisfactory results of the 
convention, met a few of the prominent mer- 
chants and had the following interviews: Mr. 
Alex. Smith said: “I have something to say as 
to the work done .by the convention. 
I think the result is perfectly 


satisfactory, and the advantages gained 
as great as could reasonablywbe. expected. Ii 
some people are of the opinion that St. Louis can 
stand up and buck agua st the great Northwest 
and Northeast of this country they are mistaken. 
The prime object of that convention was to se- 
cure appropriations from Congress for the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River. To attain 
this end it was necessary to bring over a sul- 
ticlent number of Congressmen to secure the pass- 
age of apy bill tha. might be prepared to accoin- 
plish this purpose. Now, the aavocates of the 
Hennepin Canal an are both numer- 
ous and powerful, and the infiu- 
ence backing the representatives ef the 
scheme in that convention could not be Over- 
looked. They could control fully 100 votes in 
Cougress, and I tel) you it would have been all 
foliy for our deiegates to have fuugist their pro- 
ject. People may talk as they please. but there 
is no denying the fact that the proper appropria- 
tious for the improvement of the Mississippi can 
never be obtained unless al! of those interested 
act in harmony, and gs hang united influence 
to bear on the matier. This isa rich GovVern- 
ment, and if the people on the river to the north 
of us think itis necessary to their interesis to 
have a Water commuuication between tne Missis- 
sippiand the great lakes, what right have we 
then in the South to dispute wand fight against 
it? Let the Government appropriate milionus for 
the scheine; let 1t prove asuccess ora faiiure, 
we have po reason to complain so long as we get 
our share of the public moneys fur the improve- 
ment of our highway to tbe seaboard. 
No, sir. The delegates to that convention 
{from this State did what any rational man who 
understood tue gutter would have dove. Had 1 
been there I would have voted with them.” 
MR. MICHAEL M’ENNIS 
was of the same ovinion as Mr. Smith. He saia: 
“You know was a delegate to 
the Convention and it was oniy business of the 
utmost importance that prevented me from at- 
tending it. Had i been there 1 wouid certainly 
have vuted just as our delegates voted. Why is 
it that we have [failed bitherio to get the proper 
appropriatious from Congress for the improvement 
of our river? It is because the gr. at railroad 
magnates of the Kast and Norinbeast have brought 
their influence to bear, and have opposed it. We 
stili have to fight the same power, and we want 
ali the sirepgth wecan gainer. The men inter- 
ested in the Hennepm Canal represent 4 vast in- 
fluence, their project is a teasibie one, and will be 
a powerful rival to the great railroad monopolies 
of the Norih and East. Heuce I think we need. 
their co-operation. An appropriation to them 
dves not lessen the appropriations for the Missis- 
sivpi proper, The advocates of both can act in 
harmony and secure ten times more than by plac- 
ing themselves at loggerheads with each 
other, What we want is the  improve- 
ment of fall of our Western waterWays.and tliat is 
the viewour delegates touk of the maiter in the 
convention. 
MR. FRANK GAIENNIE 

said: “As I toid oy the other day, I knew it 
would be useless for our delegates to oppose the 
Interests Of the Hennepin Cana) men in the con- 
vention. The resolutions adopted are virtuaily 
t.@ same as Lhose passed at the cvnvention here 
in 1881. Many of our delevates had placed them- 
selves of record at that convention as being favor- 
avie to the project, and they could pot legically 
vote agaiust it. Of course it was two 
our ipterest to secure the passage of 
a series of resolutions that would 
place the Mississippi proper upon an iudependent 
busis—independent, | mean, even of its trrbutar- 
ies, We Obioand Missouri.

In 1883 there were only two or three scurities 

hose prices did not decline. Of the securities 
listed at the Stock Exchange there was a total de- 
preciation in value amounting to about $230,- 
000,000. Of this amount it is safe to say that the 
larger half was borne by the chief operators of 
Wall street. Not one class of securities escaped. 
Even the Vanderbilt shares declined 65,@17% 
percent. The Gould sécurities fell 9@28% per 
cent., the Viilards 28%@574% per cent., and the 
coal stocks and the grangers were also de- 
pressed, the depreciation in the former amount- 
ing to nearly $5,400,000 and tne latter to $25,000,- 
000. The year was one of unprecedented excite- 
ment in stock operations. Every one interested 
‘deeply in the course of prices has been at a fever 
heat. The history of the market as it unfolded 
, itself from day today reads like a romance. A 
‘‘prief description of the principal characters with 
accompanying illustrations will therefore be 
found interesting. 
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| Mr. Jay Gould is a kind philanthropist whose 
thief delight now is yachting and cultivating 
flowers at Tarrytown. By carefully watering his 
plants and the use of the printing press bis stocks 
have made him worth something like $5v,000,00u 
in about fifteen years: He has a magnificent con- 
servatory there and itis said that he will walk 
five miles any day to gee a new variety of orchid. 
He dabbles in stocks sometimes by way of amuse- 
ment, and when he feels called upon to take. a 
peep at the ticker he has to stand on a tabouret, 
being, like Napoleon Bonaparte, a little short in 
stature. Mr. Goula has over 10,000 different va- 
rieties of flowers and plantsin his conservatory 
and a million shares of stock of ene kind and an- 
other. His stocks shrunk up last year to 
the extent of something Iike $38,200,- 
000. His favorite stock is Western Union, which 
depreciated $7,200,000 during the past year. His 
friend Mr. Terry says that he saw in his vault 
the other day $26,000,000 worth of Western Union 
securities. His son George, now about 23 years 
of age, is a bright young man of excellent habits. 
Mr. Gould never wastes any time drinking in bDar- 
rooms. He loves opera. He has what is called 
the money-making instinct and it will probably 
be a very cold day when a wolf is found sitting on 
bis front door-step. , ta 
Mr. Gould is about 54 years of age. He weighs

‘S Keene makes it a practice to damn the market, 


he walks abroad he holds his chin firmly on his 
breast and seems thoroughly absorbea in thought.

He will probably go as soon 
as Wall street is abolished and the last security 
has been withdrawn. 


GIUSEPPE P. MORISINI. 

Morisini is Mr, Gould’s Fidus Achates and con- 
fidential broker. He is a tall, military gentleman, 
with a robust head and a most* expressive goatee. 
He is an Italian patriot and under some cireum- 
stances a most excellent bookkeeper. 
care of Mr. Gould’s downtown office. When Mr. 
Gould comes in Sig. Morisini takes off his hat. 
When Mr. Gould steps down in “the street” the 
militant Morisini accompanies him in the capacity 
of body-guard. Morisini hasa herculean frame 
and he is as brave asa lion. He served in the 
army of the patriotic Garibaldi and he reveres 
the ntemory of the regd-shirted hero. He now 
fights for Gould as earnestly as he ever fought for 
republican ideas and universal brotherhood under 
Garibaldi. Hespeaks a beautiful broken En- 
glish and is an excellent judge of wine. When 
Mr. Gould’s books are lost Morisini can hunt tor 
them as diligently as any maninthe city; but he 
is a poor detective. Heis saidtobe worth §$1,- 
000,000, and he held his own remarkably well dur- 
ing the past year. 


JOHN W. MACKAY. 

Mr. Mackay used to be a bar-tender in Colora- 
do. Now he is the largest owner of silver mines 

in the world, and he lives in palatial magnificence 
with his wife and dangnters in Paris. He makes, 
however, frequent fiving visits to this country, 
and when in New York makes his headquarters 
in the Nevada Bank, of which he is the chief 
stockholder. He is believed to have escaped the 
great losses entailed by the depreciation of last 
year. Thechief Wall street enterprise in which 
he is interested at present 1s the Postal Telegraph 
Company, of which he is president, which he is 
backing with his money, and which he is trying 
to make a great competitor of the Western Union. 
Mr. Mackay is a short, stocky man, in the neigh- 
borhood of 50 yearsold. He looks something like 
a Scotchman. His face is rather florid. His hair 
is abundant ana light colored, and he has a mus- 
tache of the same shade, the rest of his face being 
smooth. In manner he is quick and energetic, 
but he says very little except in private inter- 


course. 


JAMES R. KEENF. 

Mr. Keene also made his money in mining oper- 
ations. He came into Wall street a number of 
-years ago with a fortune estimated at from §6,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. He is belived 
to have a very « small slice of 
it left; how muchnoone knows. He lives ina 
| flat uptown and owns a house at Newport. He 
has been one of the most eonspicuous speculators 
in the country. His operations have been large 
on both the bull and bear sides in the stock mar- 
ket. He engineered the famous wheat corner of 
1879. He has speculated in more things than any 
other man living. He bas dabbled in opium, in 
pork, in gas, in mines, In stocks and in horses. 
He keeps a racing stabie in England, and his 
Koxhall there and his Spendthrift here have 
made him famous in sporting circles.but have not 
made him much money. Mr. Keene is about 5 feet 
9 inches high and weighs about 140 pounds, He is 
thin and lantern-jawed. He has a dark brown 
mustache and a stubby beard. He wears sombre 
elothing of an ancient pattern and carries a 
pepper-and-salt overcoat of the style of 1879. 


} Mr. Keene is of a nervous, fiery temperament. 


He has quarreled and made up again 
with his principal broker balf a dozen times. In 
bis office he oscillates between the stock indi- 
eator and the tumbler of chamomile leaves. Every 
few minutes he picks one out with his thump 

é and puts it in his mouth. Mr. 
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. GEN. WINSLOW. 

Gen. Winslow is president of the North River 
Construction Company and of the Ontario and 
Western Railroad. He is at the head of the West 
Shore System, whose securities have depreciated 
toa tremendous amovnt during the past year. 
He is a man about fifty years old, weighs about 
150 pounds andis ofa slender build. Hehasa 
pronounced stoop. His face is thin and sallow 
and carriesa prominent nose. He has a light 
mustache, His head is almost bald. Gen, Win- 
slow Claims to have suffered with the decline in 
the securities of hisSystem. He saw the decline 
go forward, but valiantly held o1 to every share 
ofhis holdings. Gen. Winslow is the George 
Washington of Wall street. ‘I profess,” he said 
in arecent speech to his stockholders, *‘to be an 
honest man. Idonot remember to have tolda 
lie in All my life.” Our artist cleverly represents 
Gen. Winslow in the act of making a speech. Ho 
never appearsto better advantage than when 
delivering an address atan anuual meeting of a 
railroad company. 


C. P, HUNTINGTON. S 

Mr. Huntington is the model letter-Writer of the 
street. His recently published letters wo his 
friend Colton have increased his reputation in 
this respect. They have also shown him to be a 
great railroad lobbyist. Mr. Huntington is Vice- 
President of the Central Pacific Railroad, ana 
like Leland Stanford and Mark Hopkins he made 
his fortune out of the construction of that road. 
He did not escape the devouring flames of last 


‘year, as Central Pacific stock deciined from 8&8 to 


61 in the course of the year, and the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, of which he is President, also declined 
00 points from the highest to the lowest prices. 
Mr. Huntington is very tall, being over six feet 
high. He is built onalarge frame, and weighs 
about 225 pounds. He is really a fine-looking 
man. His mustache and short iron-gray whiskers 
are always neatly trimmed. His head is slightly 
bald, and the hair is turning gray. When jn his 
office and at lunch he wears a handsome black 
veivet skull cap. He wears a Prince Albert coat 
and black broadcloth trousers. He is fond of in- 
terviewing the hewspaper men who come to inter- 
view him. He also delights in telling of the 
struggles of his early life and of the time when he 
was earning $50 2 month. Now that he has 
grown rich out of monopolies, all labor organiza- 
tions and trades unions are his special abhor- 
rence. 


HENRY CLEWS. 

Our artist has done Mr. Clews an injustice. He 
is a handsomer man than is above represented, 
though he would never be mistaken for Apollo. 
But Mr. Clews has a beautiful wife and two 
beautiful daughters. On ihe street Mr. Clews is 
an authority on fine art. His office on New street 
is one of the handsomest on the street. There is 
a small fortune in pictures hung on the walis, 
while rich carpets cover the floors and richly up- 
holstered furniture fillthe rooms, Mr. Clews Is 
one of the best Known men on the street. He 
aoes a big commission business in both stocks 
and grain and is understood to have been on the 
right side of the market during last year. Mr. 


| Clews is about as shrewd as he is bald, and all 


the hair he can boast of is a little gray fringe that 
encircles the back nart of his cranium. He wears 
short, neatly-trimmed gray side whiskers anda 
slender mustache. Heis a Short, slightly-built 
man apout 55 years old, and can’t weigh over 140 
pounds. In the panic of 1873, Clews lost every 
cent he had in the world. Five million dollars 
were swept away “in one fell swoop.” Since 
then, by patient and hard work, he bas buili up a 
fortune anew. Clews has a on Fortieth 
street and another in Newport, and he owns a 
box at the opera. When Mr. Clews taiks he al- 
ways draws a map of what he 1s saying on a pad. 
He issues a spicy letter to his outomers eoeee' 
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RUFUS HATCH. 

Uncle Rufus Hatch is one of the great charac- 
ters of the street. He calls himself “the bad Mr. 
Hatch,” in contradistinetion to President Hatch 
of the Stock Exchange, whom he calls “the good 
Mr. Hatch.” Rufus is a great believer in the fut- 
uré ofthe undeveloped Northwest, and he de- 
lights in nothing better than in buying a column 
ortwoofsome paper in which to set forth his 
views. He ig a great believer in the Northern 
Pacific, and lost a heap of money in the collapse 
of that stock. But it is understood that he made 
up the loss by going “short”? in wheat. Life is 
one huge joke to Uncle Rufus.. Those who know 
bim best say he never utterea a serious word in 
his life. He is a bonanza to the reporter in search 
ofafunny interview. He is a short, thick-set 
man weighing fully 200 pounds. He has a large 
bald spot on the top of his head. He wears shag- 
gy side-whiskers and mustache. His clothes are 
made of black broadcloth, and he carries a fur- 
trimmed overcoat. It is said that he was never 
so happy as when he wore the uniform of the 
Admiral of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
Mr. Hatch’s specialty just now is ihe develop- 
ment of the Yellowstone region. Mr. Hatch says 
he has a brother funnier than he is, but he is un- 
known to fame. 


* SELIGMAN. 

Mr. Seligman does a big banking business, and 
has aided many a great stock enterprise by float- 
ing its securities on the street. He made most 
of his money, however, during the war. He is 
now a benevolent-iooking old gentleman on the 
shady side of 60. He wears dark bushy side 
whiskers. Hehas an abundance of dark hair 
slightly inclined to curl. His eyesggare blue and 
his nose is aquiline. Mr. Seligman is a great 
friend of Gen. Grant, who at the close of the 
war stopped at his house for a long time, Mr. 
Seligman contributed largely tothe Grant fund, 
of which he was one of the trustees. Mr. Selig- 
man has lately been interested in the West Shore 
enterprise. He has a large family, 


RUSSELL SAGE. 

Everybody knows Russell Sage, ex-member of 
Congress. He has the largest cash account,of 
any man on Wall street. He is intimately con- 
nected with all of Gould’s enterprises, and must 
have suffered his portion of the depreciation in 
the Gould securities. But Russell has @ habit of 


-feathering his own nest pretty effectually, and is 


probably the best off of all the big operators on 
the bull side. The distinguishing trait in Mr. 
Sage’s character is his benevolence and extrava- 
gance, He has been known to give a candy ven- 
der one cent for half of a two-cent stick of choco- 
late, and to wait ten minutes for the change out 
of a three-cent piece tendered him in payment of 
a two-cent evening newspaper. Mr. Sage ts also 
celebrated for his sociability. His greatest de- 
light is in taking his lunch in the offices of his 
friepds and at their expense. Mr. Sage’s specialty 
is the “put and call” system, of which he is the 
father. Several other operators, notably Keene, 
have gone into the same business, but not with 
equal success, though Sage was recently caught 
on Michigan Central and 300 shares of the stock 
were bought in for him at the Exchange under 
the rules. He lost $200 in this operation, the sav- 
ings Of a year’s thrift and economy. Mr. Sage 1s 
a director in a dozen prominent corporations 
and is noted for his punctuality in attending their 
meetings where $10 andafree dinner is the re- 
ward of those who attend. Mr. Sage has a broad 
and genial smile, and a’Col. Sellers way of talking 
about the stock market. He has a large head, 
prominent features and a gray beard extending 
down his cheeks and under hischin. He looks 
like & jolly New England deacon. Indeed, he 
goes pass the plate at an up-town cburch. it 


| wife is well known for her private charities. 
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SIDNEY DILLON. 

Mr. Dillonis president of the Union Pacific, 
which declined last year 264% per cent, depreciat- 
ing the value of the capital stock over $16,000,000. 
Mr. Dillon is very tall, being considerably over 
six feet high. He stoops slightly. He has a 
large, square face, and wears Duudreavy whiskers 
which are almost white, asis also his hair. Mr. 
Dilionis now traveliung in the South with his 
daughters, while Mr. Gould remains in the en- 
deavor to bull the U. P. stock. Mr. Dilion’s wife 
died several weeks ago. He is about 65 years

GEO. W. BALLOU. , 

Mr. Ballou is Boston’s contribution to Wall 
street. He is chiefly prominent from his connec- 
tion with the Mutual Union, which was to be a 
great competitor of the Western Union, but 
which Mr. Baliou and his associates sold to Gould 
as soon as they gota good ehance. Mr. Ballou 


‘| was the first to fall dyring the recent deprecia-

EARLY IMMIGRATION, 


Was Half the Kevolutionary Army 
Composed of Sciphtaaent 
Sulliva n’s Article in the North American Review. 


Swift’s loud complaint of the flight of the 
Protestants of Ireland to the colonies only 
corroborates the evidence of many others of 
tha t epoch of the numerical strength of the 
exodus terribly accelerated by the success- 
ive English statutes which crushed the in- 
cipient Irish manufactures in order to pro- 
mote the manufactures of England. ‘‘This 
maiady of emigration has appeared at many 
ditfereut perivds during the ceutury,” wrote 
the Protestant provost of Trinity college in 
1779. Speaking of periods prior to that year, 
he says the Irish manufacturers were emi- 
grating by thousands. It is said that the 
emigration from the single province cf Ul- 
ster amvunted to 100,000 persons; and ano- 
ther authority estimates the departures for 
the colonies at three thousand a year. An- 
derson estimates the total emigration froin 
Europe to the colonies at about twelve thou- 
sand a year between 1690 and 1780; and with 
their prolific rare characteristics, it is not 
exaggeratiun vo Claim that when men were 
needed for the army that was to send the 
British cpnstitutiun vut of the colonies, the 
statement of Kobertson before the parlia- 
wentary committee was below rather than 
above tne truta: for if half the rebel army 
was Irish, as we shail find it declared to be, 
fresh from Lreland, a very considerable part 
of the other half must have been Lrishmen’s 
sons. Long vefore the revolution, Lrish im- 
migration was pouring into Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, Keatucky, Deiaware, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts Bay. Maine, Cunnec- 
ticut. It was the Irisn idealist, Berkely, 
who presented his farm and library to Yale 
college, aud wrute among the rucks of Nar- 
ragansett bay the prophetic line: 

Westward the star of empire takes its way. 

If we are to accept Euyglish evidence on 
the subject, the service the Irish race ren- 
dered iu expeiling the British constitution 
frym the culuvvies and in completing the en- 
terprise of the revoiutionisis was indispens- 
abie.

English statesmen 
of that periud employedthe word ‘“Awmeri- 
can” tu desiguate persons born in the colon- 
ies, the descendants of early settlers. “Emi- 
grant’ was appiied only to foreign-born 
persons newly arrived in the cvulouies. 
When tue Hvuse of Commons ordered aa in- 
quiry into the conduct Of the war, among 
tue wituesses whe appeared before the coin- 
mittee was Jusepli Gailuway, = native 
American. He testified that “not a fifth 
part of the Americans from choice have sup- 
ported the present rebeliiva.’’ Lord George 
Gerwain stated on information that there 
were more uative Americaas enlisted in the 
British corps in the colonies than there were 
in Washiugtou’s army. Gen. Rubdertsoa, 
who hau livedio the colonies twenty-fvur 
years, and been quartermaster, with excel- 
ieut oppurtunity tur Knowing tae personuel 
of the “‘revei’’ army, When asked how that 
army Was composed, Wuether mostly natives 
or einigrants, auswered that Gen. Lee told 
him tiat “haif the continental army Was 
from Ireland’’—emigrants, net natives of 
the colunies. Gen, Lee had excellent oppor- 
tunity fur Knowing the truth about the 
army; and so highiy did congress value him, 
ihat, Wien captured by the English, six En- 
glish field officers were offered as an equiva- 
lent for his exchange. Lt, thea, haif tue re- 
volutionary army was composed of Irish

‘“‘Beatrix Randolph” is the title of a new 
novel by Julian Hawthorne, which is des- 
tined to take high rank among the most fin- 
ished and masterly productions of modern 
romance. Mr. Hawthorne’s recent work has 
shown a remarkable development in strength 
and intensity, and places him, in the opinion 
of the best critics, among the .foremost mod- 
ern novelists. So careful a writer as the re- 
viewer of the London Athenzum lately ex- 
pressed an opinion that “‘he has a more pow- 
erful imagination than any contemporary 


writer of fiction,” and these words coming 
from a countryman of William Black and 
Thomas Hardy and BJeckmore aud MacDon- 
ald, are certainl: calculated to interest 
Americans verr deeply in the successive pro- 
ductions of Mr. Hawthorne’s genius. 

“Beatrix Randolph” is a singularly pleas- 
ing story of New York life, displaying in 
picturesque outline, some of the most inter- 
estiug phases of society in the Empire City, 
especially as connected with the operatic 
stage and the bright little world ofart. ‘The 
plotis full of ingenuity and finesse, and 
abounds in quick surprises and delicious bits 
of by-play, episodes full of richecolor and 
abounding life. Throughout its pages are 
scattered many of those rare bits of philoso- 
phy, brightly crystalized, and instinct with 
originality, which add so greatly to the in- 
terest and piquancy of Mr. Hawthorne’s 
stories, and otten recall the inimitable med- 
itations of the elder Hawthorne, whose 
work was the choicest that our literature 
has yet seen. 


Health in the Household; 
Or, Hygienic Cookery, is the name of a book 
just published by Fowler & Wells, New 
York. Its author, Susanna W. Dodds, M. 
D.. a well-known physician of our city, 
seems to have made a new departure in di- 


etetics. She believes that cooking, as or- 
dinarily done, deprives the foods both of 
their nourishing qualities and of their own 
luscious flavors and rich juices, owing to all 
manner of wasteful and injudicious proc- 
esses; by soaking, by parboiling, by evap- 
oration, and by burning, after which the 
cook tries in vain to compensate for these 
defects by adding butter, pepper, salt, sugar 
and other seasonings ad injfinitum.- ‘The in- 
formation contained in this volume is in- 
teuded to remedy these defects. More- 
over, the recipes claim to be 
so clear and explicit that the 
most stupid could not fail to un- 
derstand them; and the food prepared 
is said to be not only healthful, but palat- 
able. The book contains practical hints, 
both on the relative value of the different 
food products, and on the proper combina- 
tions to be made at a given meal. The writ- 
erclaims that certain foods, harmiess in 
themselves, are exceedingly injurious if 
eaten together; this is illustrated in the 
chapter on Food Combinations. Some ex- 
cellent hints for mothers are contained in 
the chapter on Food, Lntellect and Morals. 
Part second of this volume contains some 
three hundred recipes for preparing foods 
for infants, for the sick, and for all those 
who are troubled with stomach disorders. 
These, it is claimed, are equally suited to 
well people. But for the benefit of those who 
do not see the need of so great care in the 
matter of diet, there are in part third more 
than an equal number of recipes devoted to 
the plain and wholesome preparation of or- 
dinary dishes; these dishes, the author 
maintains, are more palatable than when 
prepared in the usual way. The book, if it 
does what it professes to, ought to be of 
special interest to every housekeeper. It 
contains tables with proportions for the 
preparation of grains, fruits, eic., together 
with full directions for canning and pre- 
serving fruits. Taken altogether, this vol-

Co&- 
ing here as he did in 1843, when the 
city was just twenty-one years old and con- 
tained a population of only 25,000, he became 
intimately acquainted with such men 4s 
Chouteau, Sire, Sarpy, Walsh, Campbell, 
MacKenzie, Filley and others, who did so 
much towards building up the city. At that 
time Stoddard addition was a forest and In- 
dians were encamped upon what is now 
Forest Park. In 1846, as he himself says, he 
hung out his sign Attorney-at-Law._Brit- 
ton A. Hill, Albert Todd, John M. Krum, 
T, B. Hudson and Thos. T. Gantt were then 
young lawyersand many incidents connected 
with their early struggles and rapid rise 
in the profession are related. The 
breaking out of the Mexican war, the 
formation of the Laclede Rangers in St.

Col. Eiliott is an intimate friend of Capt. 
James B. Eads, and a most interesting ac- 
count is given of his early associations with 
the great engineer who built the famous 
jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi and 
who projected the magnificent structure that 
now spans the river at this point. The great 
friendship that existed between Col. Elliott 
and Capt. Eads enab!es him to write with more 
than usual interest on his world-renowned 
engineering feats and projects. _ 

In short the work is replete with valuable 
information on a hundred or more topics of 
peculiar interest to St. Louisans. ‘ables 
and statistics have been compiled and em- 
bedied in the work, that of themselves will 
give it a _ high historical value. 
As stated before, the work isin reality the 
memoirs of Col. Elliott. In the initial chap- 
ter he says: “Necessarily 1 must write of 
myself, but will treat of so many ot her per- 
sons and so many things that any pe rsonall- 
ty will be only a string to hang pearls on, as 
I shall write mainly of what 1 have seen, 
read or heard rather than of my own 
sayings and doings.” ‘There is a vein of 
quiet humor running through many of the 
anecdotes told, that make them very pleas- 
urable reading for one who seeks to be 
amused rather than instructed. To both 
Pennsylvanians and Missourians the work 
is of peculiar interest and will be generally 
read with pleasure and profit.
